DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is directed towards the Applicant's response filed 1 0-9-2008. 
Claims 54-58 are pending and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 54-58 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art in the field does not teach the combination of features of the 
independent claims, particularly the novel and unobvious feature of encryption of 
second information and subsequent incorporation of the second information into first 
information where both the encryption step and incorporation steps utilize a tone pitch 
parameter derived from event data included in the first information. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
